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SCIENCE DEPARTMENT 


The Science Department offers 
a diversified program for all stu- 
dents, whether they be college 
bound or not. Here at Weequahic 
High School, we make available 
many opportunities for students 
with varying abilities, interests and 
goals. 

In the Freshman Year, students 
began their study of Science with 
an activity-centered, ''hands-on'', 
approach to Science with the 
course called Physical Science. 
The Sophomore Year introdices 
the students to Biology or Urban 
Ecology. Both program inveati- 
gate the world of living things, with 
Urban Ecology stressing the to- 
pics: Conservation, Pollution and 
Energy Resource Alternatives. 

The Junior Year become more 
rigorous with the study of Chemis- 
try or Honors Biology. Chemistry 
and Honors Biology are courses 
designed for the college bound stu- 
dent. Chemistry is a laboratory 
course and investigates such to- 
pics as chemical reactions, acids 
and bases, atomic structure and 
problem solving. Honors Biology 
is designed as a second year Biol- 
ogy course involving a more de- 
tailed study of the topics covered 
in the first year of Biology. 

Seniors have the option of tak- 
ing either A. P. Chemistry, Honors 
Physics or Physics Depending on 
the students interests and abilities. 
These courses are designed for the 
college bound students interested 
in a career dealing with science or 
a science related field. 

Students interested in a techni- 
cal career may select Science 
Math or Technology - People - En- 
vironment as an elective in either 
the Junior or Senior Year of high 
school. Science Math is designed 
to familiarize students with labora- 
tory techniques and instrumenta- 
tion. Technology - People - Envi- 
ronment is designed to develop 
technological literacy. This course 
is entirely activity - centered.

PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Physical Education involves 
the physical activities of run- 
ning, jumping, kicking, throwing 
batting, pulling, balancing and 
lifting. 

Teaching physical education 
is not unlike teaching in any oth- 
er area. Its object is to give the 
greatest possible development 
to a pupil's physical powers, 
habits and character. In accom- 
plishing this we expect that the 
teacher will exercise iniative, in- 
genuity, and creative ability. 

Physical is mandated by the 
State Department to be part of 
the education process in each 
grade of the senior high school. 

Every pupil must have suc- 
cessfully completed a vear in 
physical education for every 
year in school. 


THE MUSIC DEPARTMENT 


Most of the students at Weequahic High 
School possess a high level of innate talent 
and many of the students harbor a sharp 
artistic sensitivity. 

In the music department we seek to direct 
the students to first develop an awareness of 
their talent and sensitivity and potential. 
Secondly, after the students become aware 
of their individuality, the emphasis is put on 
nurturing the individual to grow intellectual- 
ly and independently through critical think- 
ing and self-evaluation. The third phase is to 
motivate the students to continue, at some 
level, an interest and/or direct participation 
in musical performance. 

To achieve our goals the music depart- 
ment offer а music major program as well as 
diverse music classes such as music work- 
shop I and ЇЇ, chorus, asvanced mixed cho- 
rus; instruction in the instrumental families 
(strings, brass, woodwinds and percussion) 
band, ‚arching band and jazz band. 


Math Department 


"Minimum basic skills" seems to be 
the center of concern for the Math- 
ematics Department this year. It's 
more than just Back-to-Basics. It’s 
communication, records, feedback, in- 
dividualized teaching, and follow-ups 

Students are still required to take a 
Math exam their their junior year to 
qualify then for graduation and, if re- 
quired, 11th year Review for those 
who need additional instruction. 


Amidst all this remedial work, 
courses like Advanced Placement 
Math (MAP), trigonometry, and geom- 
etry are still managing to survive in the 


curriculum. These are your basic col- 
lege prep courses. 

Tutoring is a vital part of the Com- 
pensatory education program in the 
Math Department and usually accom- 
panies courses like General Math and 
Pre-Algebra. 

Consumer Math is a practical elec- 
tive offered to grades ten through 
twelve. In this course, the student 
learns how to manage money, how to 
work percentages, discounts, mark- 
ups, mark-downs, budgeting, banking, 
and investing. Certainly in this age of 
the caculator, the study of Math is 
holding its own. 
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Practical and Fine Arts 
Department 


The Practical and Fine Arts De- 
partment prepares students for 
year 2000 in both a practical and 
an artistic way. The department 
attempts to provide each student 
with the preparation, growth ex- 
periences and guidance for mod- 
ern living through an instructional 
program of the technical, aesthet- 
ic, consumer, recreational, occu- 
pational, organizational, social, his- 
torical and cultural aspects of our 
society. The department encour- 
ages "hands on” activities to pro- 
vide specific vocational skills and 
competencies. In conjunction with 
the career program, advanced 
courses are offered to strengthen 
student proficiencies to enter em- 
ployment.
